ras, Jr., of Pittsburg, Pa., to the vacan- 
cy on the bench of the United States 
Supreme Court he gave the saintly 
Matthew a knockdown blow that may 
sadly disarrange his halo. 


Mr. Shiras owes his good fortune to 


:he fact that Quay had a candidate for 
the place and that he tried to make his 
friend's nomination the price of his cor- 
dial support of Harrison. It may be that 
it was because Harrison thought Quay's 
opposition more desirable than his sup- 
port that he declined to nominate his 
man and sent for Representative Dal- 
zell, whose enmity to Quay everybody 
knows, and told him that he might try 
his hand at naming a man for the va- 
cancy, or it may have been from some 
other cause; at any rate, that is what 
he did, and finding that Mr. Shiras, who 
was named by Daleell, was a lawyer of 
good standing at the Pennsylvania bar 
and that he was endorsed by some prom- 
inent people of his own and other States^ 
Mr. Harrison nominated him, without 
being personally acquainted with or 
having even met him. 
Quay isn't say- 


ing anything against the nomination, 
but he will get revenge if he ever gets 
an opportunity, while his less crafty 
colleague, Cameron, is openly kicking.

Mahone owns 
a pie"e of ground which he is trying to 
get purchased for that purpose, and al 
though he has not yet succeeded, he 
has, with the aid of the Senators named 
and others, succeeded in preventing the 
purchase of other and more eligible 
sites. Democratic Senators do not en 
hance their own reputations by helping 
such a man as Mahone in anything. 


Representative O'Neill, of Missouri 


succeeded in getting an amendment to 
the Sundry Civil bill adopted by the 
House which, if it is not struck ont in 
conference, will prevent the employment 
of Pinkerton men at the coming G. A 
R. encampment in this city, and at the 
World's Fair. 


Col. Gates' investigation committee 


had several Pinkerton men before it 
yesterday, but their testimony concern 
ing their presence at Homestead and 
the fight did not differ materially from 
what has already been published. The 
committee will present a report as far as 
it has gone in the investigation in a few 
days, and will continue its work during 
the recess. 


Quite a number of Democratic Con- 


gressmen went over to New York to 
take part in the Cleveland and Steven- 
son notification jubilee, Wednesday 
night, and they agree to a man in say- 
ing that Tammany is already activelj 
at work for the ticket, and determined 
to carry New York city by a larger ma- 
jority than ever. They also agree in 
saying that the meeting at Madison 
Square garden was the most immense 
affair of the kind ever held.

York Tribune says: "The Harrison 
managers in Indiana are panic-stricken 
over the Blaine secessionists at Fort 
Wayne. Saturday Harry C. Hanna, a 
prominent lawyer and influential Blaine 
Republican of Fort Wayne, resigned his 
membership on the State committee be- 
cause he could not conscientiously work 
for Harrison.

Club to Washington Rt their own ex- 
pense, are said to be at the bottom of 
the revolt. The anti-Harrison feeling 
.s so strong there that whoever accepts 
the chairmanship of the county will be 
ostracised by the business and profes- 
sional element of the Republican party 
of Fort Wayne. 


"Captain White, who was in the 


Fiftieth Congress as a Reoublican and 
who stumped his district tor Harrison 
"our years ago, is outspoken for Cleve- 
and. 
Most of the Blaine Republicans 


say they will vote for Cleveland and the 
Republican State ticket. Their scheme 
s to humiliate Harrison by electing the 
State and defeating the national ticket. 
This feeling extends all over the State, 
but only iu Fort Wayne is it outspoken.

AN ENTHUSIASTIC OVATION. 


The Ringing Speeches of the Candidates.

and Adlai E. Stevenson were officially noti- 
fied that they are the choice of the Demo 
cracy of the conutry. The ceremonies took 
place in the presence of a crowd surpassing 
in numbers and enthusiasim any previous 
gathering in tbe great amphitheatre of Mad- 
ison Square Garden, New York. When tbe 
electric Hgbts were tamed on and tbe 
legend "Cleveland and Stevenson" shone 
ont in glaring incandescent lights, a great 
sbont went np, showing the fall sympathy 
of the throng of' people with the Chicago 
nominees. 
Tammany was there in force 


and most enthusiastic iu greetiujr the dis- 
tinguished gentleman who occupied seats 
on the platform. 


Tbe great auditorium was profusely deco- 


rated with the national colors, while Irom 
the third or top gallery was a row of gon- 
falons, each bearing tbe coat of arms of a 
State or Territory.

dotted tbe great arcb of the roof and clusters 
of lights mingled with small Hags relieved 
the barien aspect of the heavy rafters.

MR. CLEVELAND'S BEPLY. 


Mr, Chairman unit Gentlemen: Tbe mes- 


sage yon deliver from the national Democ 
racy arouse within me emotions which would 
be well-nigh overwhelming if I did not re 
cognize here assembled tbe representative* 
of a great party, who must share with me 
the responsibility your mission invites. 
I 


find much relief in tbe reflection that I have 
been selected merely to stand for tbe princi 
pies and purposes to which my party ii 
pledged, and for the enforcement and snprem 
acy of wbicb all who bave any right to claim 
Democratic fellowship must constantly and 
persistently labor. 


Oar party responsibility is indeed great. 


We assume a momentous obligation to on 
conn try men when, in re torn for their trns 
and confidence, we promise them a rectifica 
tion of tbeir wrongs and a better realization 
of the advantages whicb are due to them an 
der our free and beneficent institutions. 


Bat if oar responsibility is great, oar part, 


is strong. It is strong in its sympathy witl 
the needs of tbe people, in its insistence npon 
the exercise of governmental powers strict h 
within tbe constitutional permission th" 
people have granted, and in its willingness 
to riok its life and hope upon tbe people 
intelligence and patriotism. 


Never bas a great party intent npon the 


promotion of right and justice had better in 
centiye for effort than ia now presented t< 
as. 


Turning oar eyes to the plain people o 


the land, we see them burdened as oonanm 
era with a tariff system that unjustly and 
relentlessly demands from them in the par 
chase of tbe necessaries and comforts of life 
an amount scarcely met by the wages o 
bard and steady toil, while tbe exactions 
thnq wrung from them buildup and increase 
the fortunes of those for whose benefit this 
injustice is perpetuated. 


We see the farmer listening to a delusive 


story that fills bis mind with visions of ad 
vantage, while his pocket is robbed by the 
stealthy hand of high protection. 


Oar workingraen are still told the tale, 


oft repeated in spite of its demonstrated 
falsity, that the existing protective tariff is 
a boon to them, and that under its bene- 
ficent operation their wages mast increase 
while as they listen scenes tire enacted in 
the very abiding place of high protection 
that mock tbe hopes of toil and fittest the 
tender mercy tbe workiogman receives from 
those made selfish and sordid by TJDJUS 
governmental favoritism. 


We oppose earneatly and stubbornly tbe 


theory upon whicb oar opponents seek to 
justify and uphold existing 
tariff laws 


We need not base onr attack npon questions 
of constitutional permission or legislative 
power. We denounce this theory npon the 
highest possible grounds when we content 
that in present conditions its operation is 
an just, and that laws enacted in accordance 
with it are inequitable and unfair. 


Ours is not a destructive party. 
We are 


not at enmity with the rights of any of our 
citizens. All are our countrymen. We are 
not recklessly heedless of any American in 
terests, nor will we abandon onr regard for 
them, bnt invoking the love for fairness anc 
justice whicb belongs to true Americanism, 
and npon wbicb onr constitution rest* w< 
insist that BO plan of tariff legislation rrhal 
be tolerated which has for its object anc 
purpose a forced contribution irora tbe earn- 
ing and income of the mass of our citizens 
to swell directly the accumulations of a 
favored few; nor will we permit a preteodec 
solicitude for American labor or any other 
specious pretext ot benevolent care for others 
to blind the eyes of tbe people to the selfish 
schemes of those who seek through the aic 
of unequal tariff laws to gain unearned and 
unreasonable advantages at the expense of 
their fellows. 


We have also assumed in oar covenant 


with those whose support we invite the duty 
of opposing to tbe death another avowec 
scheme of onr adversaries, which, under the 
guise of protecting tbe suffrage, covers, bnt 
does not conceal, a design thereby to perpet- 
uate tbe power of a party afraid to trust its 
continuance to tbe an trammeled and intelli- 
gent votes of the American people. We are 
pledged to resist tbe legislation intended to 
complete this scheme becanse we have not 
forgotten the saturnalia of theft and brntal 
control whicb followed another federal reg- 
ulation of State suffrage; because we know 
that tbe managers of a party whicb did not 
scruple to rob the people of a President 
would not hesitate to use the machinery 
created by such legislation to revive corrupt 
instrnmeDtalities lor partisan purposes ; be- 
cause an attempt to enforce sncb legislation 
wonld rt-kindJe animosities where peace and 
hopefulness now prevail; because snch an 
attempt would replace prosperous activity 
with discouragement and dread throughout 
a large section of onr country, and wonld 
menace everywhere in the laud the rights 
reserved to the States and to the people 
which underlie the safeguards of American 
liberty. 


I shall not attempt to specify at this time 


other objects and aims of Democratic en- 
deavor wbicb add inspiration to our mission. 
Tine to its history and its creed, oar party 
will respond to tbe wants of the people with- 
in safe lines and guided by enlightened 
statesmanship. To the troubled and impa- 
tient within onr membership we commend 
continued, unswerving allegiance to tbe 
party whose principles in all times past bave 
been found sufficient for them, and whom 
aggregate wisdom and patriotism, their ex- 
[terience teaches, can always be trusted. 


In a tone of partisanship which befits tbe 


occasion, let me say to yon as equal partners 
in the campaign upon which we to-day en- 
ter that the personal fortunes of those to 
whom yon have entrusted yo^r,banners are 
only important as they are related to tbe 
fete of the principles they represent and to 
;be party which they lead. 


I cannot, therefore, forbear remind ing 


yon and all those attached to the DerMratic 
patty or supporting the principles which we 
MOfess, that defeat in the pending campaign, 
olio wed by tbe conenmrnation of the legis- 
lative schemes oar opponents contemplate, 
and accompanied by snch other incidenta of 
tbeir success as might more firmly fix their 
power, wonld present a most discouraging 
ratlook for future Democratic supremacy 
and for the accomplishment of the objects 
we have at heart 


Moreover, every sincere Democrat most 


believe,that the interests ot his country are 
deeply involved in the victory of oar party 
n tbe nimble that awaits us. Tbns patri- 
otic solicitude exalts the hope of partisan- 
ship and should intensify onr determination 
o win success. 


This enccets can only be achieved by sys- 
>matic and intelligent efforts on tbe part of 


all enlisted in oar cause. Lei as tell tbe 
>eople plainly and honestly what we believe 
aid how we propose to serve the interests of 
tbe entire country, and then let us, after tbe 
manner of true Democracy, rely upon the 
bongbtfQlnesB and partriotUm of oar fel- 
towKxmntrymen. 


It only remains for me to say to yon, in 


advance of a more formal response to yonr 
menage that I obey tbe command of my 
«rty, and confidently anticipate that «n ; 
intelligent and earnest presentation of oar I 


cause will insure a popular indorsement of 
tbe action of the body yon represent. 


MB. STEVENSON'S REMARKS. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Com- 


mittee: I cannot too earnestly express my 
appreciation of tbe honor conferred upon me 
by the great delegated assembly which yon 
officially represent. 
To have been selected 


by the national Demccratic convention as 
its candidate tor high office is a distinction 
of wbicb any citizen might well be prond. 
I wonld do violence to my own feelings, 
sir, should I fail to express my gratitude 
for the courteous terms in whicb you have 
advised me of the result of the deliberations 
of tbe convention. 


Distrusting my capacity fnlly to meet 


the expectations of those who have honored 
me by their confidence, I accept the nomina- 
tion so generously tendered. Should the 
action ol tbe Chicago convention receive the 
approval of the people, I shall, to the best 
of my humble ability, discharge with fideli- 
ty, the duties of the important trust confid- 
ed tome. 


Reference has been made ia terms of com- 


mendation to tbe late Democratic adminis- 
tration. 
Identified in some measare in an 


important branch of the public service with 
that administration I am gratified to know 
that it has in so marked a degree received 
the indorsement of the Democratic party in 
its national convention. 
I am persuaded 


that intelligent discussion of the issues in- 
volved in the pending ccat&it for political 
supremacy will result in victory for the 
party which stands for honest methods in 
goveiment, economy, in public expenditures 
and relief to the people from the burdens of 
nrjast taxation. 


I am not unmindful, Mr. Chairman, ol 


tbe grave responsibility which attaches to tbe 
great office for which I have been named. 
I may be pardoned for quoting in this con- 
nection the words of tbe honored patriot, 
Thomas A. Hendricks, when officially in- 
formed that he bad been designated by bis 
party for the vice presidency in 1884 be 
said : "I know that sometimes it is under- 
stood that this particular office does not 
involve much responsibility and as a gene- 
ral rule that is so.

Shot in his Office. 


A RUSSIAN ANARCHIST ATTEMPTS TO AS- 


SASSINATE CAENEGIK'H MANAGER. 


PlTTSBtma, July 24.—Chairman Frick, 


of the Carnegie steel company, wasehot twice 
and stabbed in his private office yesterday 
by Alexander Berkiuan, a Rnsaian Anarchist 
from New York. Mr. Frick's wounds are 
serious, but not necessarily fatal. 
The 


woo Id-be assassin tried to commit suicide 
in the most horrible manner this afternoon 
while beiug photographed 
at the Central 


police station. 
He waa canght in the act ol 


chewing a dynamite cartridge and it was 
quickly taken from him. 


Before committing the deed Berk man 


purchased a new light Summer suit, almost 
snow white, at a Fifth avenue store, one 
block from the Chronicle-Teleyraph building, 
in the second story of which Carnegie's 
offices are located. Mr. Frick was guarded 
by detectives for three days after the terri- 
ble riot of July 6, but since that time be 
has evidently not feared an assault. He 
was flitting in his office yesterday afternoon 
when the colored messenger announced that 
a well-dressed young man desired an inter- 
view. 
Mr. Friek granted the request and 


Berk man entered. 
A moment later a pistol 


shot and the sound of a scuffle created a 
panic in tbe office. 
Two more shots and 


Mr. Frick's shoals for help brought them to 
their senses and they rushed to the rescue. 


The clerks found him grappling with his 


assailant, whose clothes were saturated with 
blood from tbe millionaire's hands. Berk- 
man made a rush for the elevator, which 
bad just stopped on the second 3 x>r, but 
there his progress was stopped by a dozen 
bands, and he was held until the police ar- 
rived. Inside and onts'de there ivai great 
confusion and excitement 
The carpets 


and furniture were saturated with blood, 
and so was Mr. Frick. Dr Joseph Dick«on 
took charge ot the wounded man about nn 
hour after the shooting. 
He was perfectly 


conscious and talked with those of his 
friends who were admitted to his room. 
The phyniciana SOJD extracted one of the 
bullets that had lodged in Mr. Frick's back. 
They then directed their attention to one of 
the other wounds. Shortly 
before life 


o'clock the physicians sent ont word that 
Mr, Frick was considered out of dangpr, all 
the bullets having been extracted. 


Secretary Lovejoy gave out the following 


statement, last evening, describing Chair- 
man Frick's woundi) ; "Two nhnta entered 
the neck above the base of the sknll on 
either side. 
One passed out between his 


a boulders and the other wai removed from 
tbe opposite side of the neck. 
The third 


shot missed. There is no evidence that the 
stab wounds are deep or that they will prove 
dangerous. 
They are on the right, one at 


the lower border of ribs, the other \n»t be- 
low the hip bone. 
Have no evidence that 


any of these wounds will prove serious." 


Monday's papers aay Mr, Friuk wis re- 


moved to bin borne in tbe evening and slept 
well during the night and rested easily dar- 
ing Sunday. His temperature is 98, and 
be stems to be quite cheerful and confident 
of his recovery. 


A curious thing was that another cut waa 


discovered to-day whicb was mtesing in the 
examination made yesterdiy. It ia in the 
left leg jcat below the calf and has almost 
severed tbe tendons. He complained of 
pain in the leg but his attendants imagined 
that it was of tbe other wounds he spoke. 
It was of course carefully dressed and relief 
followed. 
The patient parsed the day list- 


ening to letters and telegram? and dictating 
replies. He also went over the papers quite 
closely and discussed their con ten* 9. 


It is the intention of his associates in the 


company to let Mr. Frick continue the 
direction of the contest at Homestead from 
bis home, es they believe that the worry 
and anxiety of enforced idleness in snch a 
crisis wonld do him more harm than tbe 
work itself. 
Frick himself will not hear 


of any other course. 


"I said I would be back at the office on 


Monday," be declared. "But if I can't do 
that I can at least take up my work here." 
Dr. Li tcli fie Id, who is in constant attendance 
at the bouse, says that Mr. Frick is doing 
nicely, and unless something now nnlookod 
Tor occurs the patient will be np and abatit 
in a few days.

There is a more important hone than the 


trotter or thoroughbred, and that is the 
farm horse: After a hard day's work 
a long journey in the heat and dust a IM 
ing, if properly done, is very restinl an 
quieting to the hone's tired limbe. Ha' 
the water warm and a little soapy. Rn 
the limbs briskly and dry with a cloth an 
brush lightly. If the weather is at all coo 
dry flannel may be profitably wonnd abon 
them. II the blood vessels need relievin; 
roe warm wet bandages. 


These are also nsefnl in cases of sprain 


blows or over-exertion, but they must no 
remain on too long. One-tenth of the cai 
bestowed npon a great sporting horse won] 
make a farm horse feel too proud of himsel 
Bnt there is little risk of such a hone evi 
feeling too proud from any such reason.

stock and his other belongings merely as 
means to make money, which he is relnc 
antly forced to stick to, will never fin 
either profit or pleasure in his work. Bn 
the man who feels a pride in his beasts, an 
has a kindly feeling toward them, is snre 1 
tarn the commonest drudgery into a souri 
of pleasure, and make a good deal mo: 
money into the bargain. See that the stab 
is well ventilated, and not so dark tha 
when the bone is taken ont into the day 
light its eyes are hurl by the glare.

Lemon is used in intermit 
tent) fevers, |mixed with strong, hot black cof 
leewithontsngar. Neuralgia, it is said, may 
be cored by rubbing the part affected wit: 
a cot lemon. It is valuable also to cor 
warts. It will remove dandruff by rabbin 
theroolsofthe hair with it. It will allt 
viate, and finally cure, conghs and colds 
and heal diseased lungs, if taken hot on go 
ing to bed at night. Its uses are manifold 
and the more we employ it internally anc 
externally the better we shall find ourselves 
A doctor in Rome is trying it experimeutin:

nine. 


SPRAYING.—No operation among oich 


ard»ta has been BO widely introduced and 
adopted in general practice in so short a 
time, both in the Eastern and Western 
States, as that of spraying yonng frnit. The 
difierent reports all agree in its great valm 
iu protecting from insects, and experiments 
are made for rednciag the scab. There is a 
striking similarity in the proportion of ftni 
saved from the codling mo-.h by the nse o 
arsenitea, a fair sample of which we find in 
the statement of a correspondent in the 
Beston OttlHr,ttor. 
He gathered and connt- 


ed both from sprayed and nnsprayed trees 
The wormy apples were less than 30 per 
cent ou the sprayed trees; on the nnsprayed 
ones abont 73 per cent. This count was o 
the apples under the trees. 01 those on the 
trees, there were less than 5 per cent, on the 
sprayed trees, aiid 33 per cent, ol wormy 
apples on the nnsprayed trees. This success 
is greater than with many trials, the work 
having been very thoroughly done and re- 
peated.— Country Gentleman. 


A xrMl:EK of young Holsteins, two years 


old, belonging to a New York breeder, have 
produced far above the best records for bnt- 
ter, considering their age and number. 
None of them produced nnder 12 pounds of 
l>ntter in a week, while several of them 
reached 14 and 17 pounds. Considering the 
fjtct that this breed stands unrivaled as milk 
producers, and have better reoDrds equal to 
the best, the remarkable record for two- 
year-olds places the Bolnteins still higher in 
the list as bntter producers. 


How TO BREAK A SITTISO HEX.—An 


old and experienced breeder tcV,s that his 
plan of curing hens of the desire to set is 
neither to coop them up cor starve nor dnck 
them in a water butt, nor place them in a 
coop with a sparred bottom. What he does, 
and he finals it an unfailing remedy, is to 
transfer the broody hen to another pen, with 
a different lord and muster. In a short time 
the desire to set leaves her and she goes on 
laryiag within a week or ten days. By 
adopting this plan he has been saved tbe 
nuisance of broody bens. 


IT is estimated that if corn ia worth 30 


cents a bushel, a clover sod is worth $12 as 
a fertilizer when turned under. One of tbe 
advantages of the diver crop is the great 
auonnt ol nitrogen which it leaves in the 
soil in its roots, and this is increased when a 
portion of the stalks and leaves is turned 
nnder. Clover and sheep will restore the 
poorest soils to fertility. 


LKMON PtifF.—Beat separately the yelks 


and whites of fonr eggs; to the yelks add 
lour tablespoonfols of sugar, four of flonr 
and three of milk. Stir cntil very smooth, 
then add the grated rind and juice of a lem- 
on and the whites of the eggs, mixing these 
iu lightly. Pat in a greased pudding dish 
•nd bake fifteen minutes. Serve immedi- 
ately.

A iiOOD cow has a full eye, a small and 


short head, dished in the face and snnken 
between the eyes, a soft uad loose skin, deep 
from tbe loin to tbe ndder, and a very small 
tail, a thin ndder and a square bag, with 
teats a good di&iance from each other, and 
one which, when milked, shrinks lo a small 
compass.

THE PJBOPKB WAY TO SIT.-A proper 


sitting position requires that the epine shall 
be kept straight and that the support need- 
ed for the upper part of the body shall be 
felt in the right place, says the Ladies' Home 
Journal. Therefore, ait as tar back as possi- 
ble in tbe chair, so that the lower end of 
the spine shall be braced against the back ot 
the seat. If this back is straight the should- 
er? will also rest against it; if not, they will 
have no point of support, and it will be 
found that they do not need it. This posi- 
tion makes no strain upon the ligaments of 
the spine. It allows a proper position of 
the shoulders, consequently of the chest, 
consequently of the Inngs, stomach, and 
every other organ. 


Their work is carried on naturally and 


comfortably, aa is also tbe circulation of tbe 
blood, which, in a wrong sitting position, is 
seriously interfered with. With tbe feet 
resting squarely npon tbe floor, the hands 
resting easily npon the lap, perfect equilib- 
rium, and consequently perfect rest of tbe 
body, is secured. There is no strain npon 
any jwrt of the body j no muscle or organ is 
required to do more than its legitimate 
amount of work. The arms should never 
be folded, for this position not only causes a 
strain npon the spine, and all the other 
evils already referred to, hut, in addition, 
places the weight of the arms upon the 
stomach and the diaphragm, thereby increas- 
ing the labor of digestion and respiration. 
Placing the hands behind the back, or fold- 
ing the arms behind the back, if possible, is 
a good attitude to take occasionally, giving, 
as it does, the fullest expansion to tbe whole 
upper part of the body. 


THE SPREAD or CHOLBBA INTO Ku8siA. 


—To the anxiety caused by the famine of 
the past winter and the doubtful prospects 
of the next harvest Russia now baa added a 
widespread alarm abont cholera. Its peo- 
ple and government are greatly excited, it 
ia stated, by the reports of the progress of the 
scourge. Hygienic precautions have been 
taken by the central authorities against the 
spread of the epidemic, which, starting in 
Samarcand, is now making its way west- 
ward toward the more densely populated 
portions of the empire. Up to Jnne 34, of 
238 persons attacked by the disease at Baku 
Uznn Ada, Askabad, and Kaaka, M many 
as 149, according to the Official Gazette, 
died alter a brief illness. The disease hai 
since appeared at Tiflis. It is raging, it is 
said, with great severity iu other places in 
the trans-caspian and Samarcand provinces. 
In Bokara, owing to unsanitary conditions, 
its ravages are expected to be very great. 
The central apprehension is increased by the 
knowledge of the fact that so many thou- 
sands of the peasantry, enfeebled and sickly 
by reason of the famine, are incapable of off- 
ering much resistance to the cholera. A 
lov vitality, due to scant and unwholesome 
fare will make tbe people of the lamine- 
strioken provinces an easy prey, it is feared, 
to this destructive disease. 


The spread of cholera in Eastern Europe, 


with its reported existence in France, sug- 
gests the necessity of precautions on this 
side of the Atlantic, both against tbe im- 
portation of the disease and against tbe rav- 
ages of the disease if by any chance it should 
come among us. Fortunately it ia a disease 
which can be provided againat if people 
will exercise due care abont what they eat 
and drink—particularly abont what they 
drink. Pure water, or water that has been 
boiled, is the great secret of immunity. If 
during a cholera pestilence care ia taken 
that no water that has not been recently 
boiled shall paas the lips, nine-tenths of the 
danger is averted. Tbe trouble abont this, 
as abont other pestilences, is that so m»Dy 
people are unwilling to observe any precau- 
tions whatever.
